POLITICAL  AND  GENERAt. 


Ottawa,  Sept.  4.— The  inirodaction  of  » 
private  bill  at  this  period  of  the  seMion  is 
rather  novel,  but  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  to  day 
introduoed  a  bill  respecting  the  Raibbun 
Company,  and  mov^  the  suspension  of 
the  rules  to  permit  it  to  go  through.  Sir 
John  Thompson  remarked  that  as  the 
ordinary  notice  was  ten  days,  the  sospen- 
sion  of  the  mle  was  not  neoessary,  as  they 
would  not  prorogue  in  that  time.  The 
bill  was  read  the  first  tine.  The  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Public  Accounts  Com 
raittoe  for  an  order  of  the  House  for  the 
production  of  all  documents  respecting  the 
Toronto  harbour  contract  was  adopted. 

Leave  was  granted  the  Public  Accounts 
Committee  to  sit  daring  the  session  of  the 
House. 

As  tho  official  apologist  of  Mr.  Cbapleau, 
secretary  of  state,  of  course  the  Montreal 
Gazette  is  bound  to  oomo  to  the  defence  of 
that  gentleman's  management  of  the  public 
printing  bureau.  That  paper  has  the 
hardihood  to  assert  that  Mr.  Lister  has 
not  proved  his  charge  that  the  printing 
bureau  was  “saturate  with  corruption.  ” 
Mr.  liister's  charge  was  that  the  whole 
state  department,  over  which  Mr.  Chaplean 
presides,  was  saturated  with  corru^ion, 
and  each  of  the  two  branches  of  the  derart- 
ment  which  have  been  investigated  nave 
been  found  nttcrly  rotten  and  corrupt.  So 
far  as  tho  printing  bureau  is  oonoemed  it 
has  been  proved  that  the  head  of  that 
branch,  one  of  Mr.  Chapleaa’s  special  pets, 
is  the  very  personification  of  oorruption. 
And  it  is  difll^ult  to  believe  that  a  bureau 
managed  by  such  a  man  can  be  pure  ftud 
honest.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the 
stationery  branch.  Corruption,  blackmail¬ 
ing  and  boodling  have  been  proved  against 
Mr  .Chapleau’s  subordinates,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  minister's  efforts  to  exclude 
evidence  and  the  mysterious  disappearance 
of  paper  supply  vouchers.  But  it  is  plead¬ 
ed  that  the  ae^r  qnsopbisticisted  minister 
know  nothing  about  Mr.  Seneoal’s  boodling. 
Mr.  Chapleau,  the  hero  of  the  North  Shore 
railway  sale  and  the  tanneries  Land  swap 
never  breamed  that  the  head  of  the  print 
ing  bureau  could  possibly  go  astray.  The 
Gazette  thinks  it  strange  that  some  of  the 
people  blackmailed  1^  Mr.  Sonccal  did  not 
complain  to  Mr.  Chapleau.  Is  it  quite 
sure  that  no  suoh  complaints  were  made  ? 
It  will  probabljOie  shown  before  the  inves¬ 
tigation  is  over  that  oomplaints  were  made 
from  irlluential  quarters  not  only  to  Mx. 
Chapleau  but  to  men  higher  in  authority 
than  ho,  and  that  snob  complaints  were 
wholly  ignored.  The  inquiry  ie  not  half 
through  yet.  It  is  evident  that,  following 
tho  example  of  Sir  Heolor  Langevip,  the 
socreUry  of  statu  proposes  to  plead  ignor¬ 
ance  and  inoompetency,  rather  than  admit 
knowledge  of  the  corrupt  acts  of  his  sub¬ 
ordinates.  But  the  Chapleauites  insist 
that  whether  obrrupt  or  incompetent  Sir 
Hector  must  go.  Why  not  apply  the  same 
rule  to  Mr.  Chapleau  7  Are  we  not  to  have 
“one  law  for  all*’  in  dealing  with  Mr. 
Abbott’s  colleagues?  The  Goaette  carefully 
ignores  the  annual  payments  by  Mr.Rolland 
contractor  for  paper  supplies,  to  Mr. 
Dansercau,  the  alter  ego  of  the  secretary 
of  state  ;  and  also  Mr.  Chapleau’s  admission 
that  he  made  a  demand  upon  Mr.  Holland 
for  money  for  election  purpose*  ?  How  does 
that  transaction  square  with  Mr.  Abbott's 
desire  for  purity  in  polities.  The  pretense 
that  the  country  has  sustained  no  Iocs 
through  Konecal's  boodling  is  exceedingly 
thin.  If  there  is  any  logic  in  the  twiddle 
put  forw'ard  by  Mr.  ChapTeau’s  organs  it  is 
that  tnorcliandizccan  bo  purchased  cheaper 
by  dishonest  officials  than  by  honest  ones  ; 
and  that  the  way  to  get  government  sup 
plies  cheap  ‘is  to  allow  the  purchasing 
iiiVioial  to  i-XAct  tribute  from  traders.  Mr. 
Lister  lias  uharged,  and  he  will  no  doubt 
prove,  jlhat  tens  of  thouRands  of  dollars 
woi  l’.j  nf  liuileri.'il  was  purchased  for  the 
priiitini;  biirean  that  is  not  required  at  all, 
the  slulT  being  purchasc<l  by  Mr.  Senccal 
fxr  the  sake  of  tho  coniniiRsion  he  was  able 
t  )  exact  from  those  supplying  it.  And 
why  bus  Mr.  Senccal  left  the  city?  Not  to 
Hhield  liiineelf,  because  his  case  was  hope¬ 
less  after  his  own  testimnnv  was  uivon. 


Seneaal,  ao  far  m  -the  moiwy  baa  boon" 
traced  aa  yet.  Seneoal  ie  eappoeed  to  bave 
got  altogether  about  $50,000,  4od  there  ia 
a  growing  appaaraooa  of  ixajmtelHlity  that 
he  apent  the  money  on  hinieeif.  It  was 
shown  also  that  1 1,700  worth  ef  typh  wae 
imported  by  the  eompany  on  which  nodnty 
was  paid  by  the*  firm.  The  question  of 
duty  IS  very  important  in  ooxmeotion  with 
the  large'  quantity  of  type  sold  to  the 
bnreaa  ny  Ji.  L.  Patterson,  representing 
Miller  k  Richard  which  was  of  oonrse  alt 
imported.  If  this,  too,  as  Mr.  Lister  is 
informed  came  in  free  of  dnty,  it  can  no 
longer  be  contended  that  tbo-  type  was 
supplied  to  the  Government  at  a  low  prioe. 

Ottawa,  flept.  9.— Sir  John  Thompron 
announoed  to  day,  In  answer  to  a  question 
put  by  Mr.  MoMillan,  of  Huron,  that  the 
Oovemmant  had  made  no  relaxation  in 
regard  to  the  importation  of  cattle.  After¬ 
wards  as  a  result  of  flir  Richard^  Cart¬ 
wright’s  representation  thak  it  was  impor¬ 
tant  that  the  Government  should  declare  its 
policy  on  the  subject,  Mr.  Haggart  said 
that  they  had  decided  not  to  allow  Amer¬ 
ican  cattle  to  be  imported  inolo  Canada  and 
slanghtered  and  the  product  manufactured 
for  effort.  This  is  a  withdrawal  from  the 
position  taken  by  the  Government  aboat  a 
fortnight  ago. 

Dundee  (Scotland)  Advek’tiser— When  Sir 
John  Macdonald  proclaimed  to  the  Cana¬ 
dians  that  he  was  born  a  Briton  and  meant 
to  die  a  loyal  subject  of  the  Queen,  it  was 
assnraed  that  he  was  giving  utteranoe  to  tlie 
mling  passion  of  the  leading  Conservative 
statesmi  nof  the  Dominion  l^e  revelations 
of  the  last  week  or  two  go  far  to  ditsipate 
the  assnmptioQ  that  political  opinion  it  the 
potent  factor  in  Canadian  polities.  In  the 
fight  of  these  revelations  one  begins  to  sns- 
peot  that  it  is  not  free  trade,  or  unrestricted 
reciprocity,  or  imperialism  that  is  shaping 
the  destinies  of  British  North  America, 
bat  the  long  parse  of  the  government 
contractor. 

No  better  proof  of  the  aooaraoy  of  the 
charges  made  by  the  Reform  press,  with 
respect  to  the  oorraption  'and  rottenness 
prevalent  in  Dominion  government  circles, 
can  be  given  than  the  fact  that  Mr.  Abbott 
has  been  ooropelled  to  introduce  special 
legislation  to  suppress  official  boodling.  If 
the  oliarges  made  by  the  opposition  were 
not  well  founded  there  woald  be  no  necess¬ 
ity  for  such  legislation.  But  what  re¬ 
straints  does  the  premier  propose  to  place 
upon  his  own  oollesgues  ?  Will  he  tether 
Messrs,  Chapleau,  Foster,  Haggart,  Dewd- 
ney,  et  al  ?  Is  Mr.  Chapleau  still  to  be 
allowed  to  exact  tribute  from  oontraotorg 
“for  political  purposes  ?” 

Xoropto  News  (Conservative) — The  in.- 
iiniry  in  the  matter  of  the  charges  against 
Edward  Cochrane  has  rsvealed  x  state  of 
affairs  more  shocking  perhaps  than  has 
been  discovered  in  any  of  the  other  soandais 
that  have  oeen  unearthed  during  the  pres¬ 
ent  session.  The  peddling  of  the  positioos 
on  the  Murray  canal  has  not  been  brought 
home  actually  to  Mr.  Cochrane  himself. 
But  the  evidence  has  shown  oouolusively 
that  these  positions  wpre  regularly  farmed 
out  by  a  committee  of  undesirable  persons 
and  that  Mr.  Cochrane  not  only  wae  aware 
of  the  exiitence  of  that  committee,  bat  so 
far  connived  at  its  misdoings  as  to  send  to 
it  all  the  men  who  came  to  him  for 
positions.  The  fact  that  the  positions  were 
sold  for  so  much  hard  cash  and  that  that 
cash  went  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  C-on- 
servative  party  has  been  clearly  proved.

There  was  a  lively  little  discussion  on  the 
immigration  estimates  tliia  evening.

fetates.  In  the  past  ten  years  the  Govern- 
inont  has  spent  near  y  ^-t.OOO.OfiO  on  immi¬ 
gration.  They  have  reported  au  immigra¬ 
tion  of  s^O.OOO  persons,  but  the  population 
has  increased  by  only  .■j04,000.  A  vigorous 
and  sagacious  speech  was  made  by  Mr 
Fraser,  of  Guysboro'.  His  view  is  that  tho 
best  way  to  bring  desirable  immigrants 
here  an^  keep  them  hare  is  to  govern  the 
country  with  honesty,  economy,  and  justice, 
and  sweep  away  the  system  of  taxation  by 
which  the  few  are  enabled  to  grov7  rich  at 
tbo  expense  of  the  many.  The  attack  was 
well  sustained  by  Messrs.  Armstrong,  Daw¬ 
son,  McMillan,  and  Watson.  Mr.  Watson 
gave  a  clear  accoaut  of  the  reasons  which 
have  retarded  the  growth  ot  the  population 
in  Manitoba  and  the  Northwest,  a  subject 
on  wbieb  he  is  thoroughly  ^informed.

sliipH.  One  of  the  ministerial  organs 
admits  that  the  evidence  in  the  Cochrane 
j  case  shows  a  deplorable  condition  of  alToirs. 

I  ”11  w/ia,”  says  the  evening  organ  of  the 
i  government,  “a  straight  case  of  selling 
I  government  appointments  in  order  to  raise 
I  money  to  keep  the  government  in  power. 

No  worse  or  more  dangerous  sort  of  cor-

I  lions  of  the  present  parliamentary  session.

That  Is  to  say,  the  m.'ul  fever  to 
paint  the  thumler  and  tint  a  dream,  ciwled 
down  to  the  icy  reality  of  sernbwork- at 
twelve  shiiiings  a  doz^'n!  The  siitistitution 
of  the  ehrotno  for  piece  work  annihilatetl  tho 
“art  S' i usds"  of  the  Hpanero  tyjs?.  Forty 
years  ago  i-very  inlnml  town  had  its  art  sales. 
A  traveling  genius,  with  a  wonderfully  com- 
IHwite  Italian  biogiie.  and  an  astounding 
niusiiu’iiio,  «*nine  Into  town  with  a  name 
wliieli  leaned  liki'  tlio  Tow’er  of  Pisa— from 
its  iMXMiliarity  of  construflion.  He  hung  a 
himdreil  pieturi's  «ai  the  wall  in  some  v.-ieiint 
storeroom,  and  nrmngtxl  a  brilliant  refh'ctor 
to  throw  light  on  the  auction  easel.  A  crowd 
gathere«l  and  the  tide  rose.  The  sale  got  de- 
tidislly  interesting.  Every  man  and  woman 
was  ready  to  bm-k  up  his  or  her  “taste"  with 
the  wildcat  eurreucy  of  the  <lay— it  might 
Ix'  worthless  on  the  morrow,  anyway.

Ottawa,  Sept.  8. — In  the  House  yester¬ 
day  Sir  John  Thompson  said  ho  wished  to 
make  a  statement  at  the  instance  of  the  late 
Minister  of  Public  Works.  When  his  re- 
Higuation  was  annouiiued  another  minister 
took  charge  of  the  department.  He  was 
surprised  two  or  three  weeks  afterwards  at 
a  question  put  in  the  House  as  to  the  posi- 
tion  of  the  late  Minister,  Wause  it  indicat¬ 
ed  a  misapprehension  on  the  subject,  which 
was  not  anticipated  at  the  time  that  the  re¬ 
signation  was  (umounccd.  He  stated  then 
to  Mr.  I.Aurier  thht  the  resignation  did  not 
nupiiro  to  he  accepted,  liecause  his  view 
and  the  view’  of  the  Minister  himself  and  his 
colleagues  w’ere  that  he  had  reiionneed  his 
olliee  111  placing  his  resignation  in  the  hands 
of  the  person  ijtialificd  to  receive  it,  und  uii- 
lesM  tlie  reMigiiation  was  declined  it  PKik  no 
cfleet  as  a  matter  of  course.  He  thought 
from  the  fact  that  the  question  was  put  that 
Home  niemlK-rs  w'ere  under  the  iinjircHsion 
,  that  while  resigning  his  olliee  as  Minister  of 
l^lhlic  Works  .Sir  lleetor  continued  to  take 
1  part  in  the  delilierations  of  council  and  to 
j  a<'t  otherw  ise  as  a  inendM*r  of  the  C’ahinet.

To  the  average  observer  there  is  now  a 
marked  diminntion  in  the  length  of  the 
day  as  compared  with  four  or  five  weeks 
ago.  For  the  two  or  three  i^eeks  following 
the  2l8t  of  June,  when  the  daylight  period 
was  at  its  maximum,  the  change  was 
scarcely  perceptible,  but  now  the  lessening 
of  the  day.  thouiili  it  is  by  slow  degrws  as 
yet,  makes  an  important  figure  in  the 
aggregate.  On  the  of  August  the  time 
between  sunrise  and  sunset  was  fuity  min 
ntes  shorter  than  on  July  Ist,  and  firty 
two  minntes  shorter  than  on  June  2 Ist. 
The  falling  off  of  the  day’s  length  in  Aug 
UHt  was  sixty-seven  minutes.  The  rising 
and  setting  [loints  of  the  sun  are  moving 
slowly  and  steadily  towards  the  south,  and 
thus  the  duration  of  the  luminary’s  stay 
above  the  horizon  is  gradually  being 
lessened. 

JUite  Corn. 

On  the  farm  of  Mr.  James  Daley,  at 
NewDnrgb,  may  be  seen  some  of  the  tallest 
corn  ever  grown  in  this  part  of  Ontario. 
There  are  eight  acres  of  it,  some  being  as 
much  as  13  feet  high,  standing  very  thickly 
upon  the  ground.  The  corn  is  intended  for 
winter  feeding,  and  will  shortly  be  stored 
in  a  now  silo,  Mr.  Daly  has  iiad  built, 
which  will  hold  nearly  200  tons  of  green 
food.  This  silo  is  built  above  the  ground 
but  is  of  course  intended  to  bo  air  proof 
The  problem  of  keeping  a  large  number  cf 
cattle  through  the  winter  cheaply,  so  as  to 
afford  a  profit  when  sfjJd  for  tlie  babcher, 
seems  solved  by  Mr.  Duly,  as  two  tons  ad 
corn  is  said  to  be  eipial  to  one  of  good  hay, 
and  his  c<irn  will  yield  25  tons  to  the  acre! 
The  silo  is  nol^ an  expensive  affair  as  here 
built,  and  is  within  the  reach  of  even' 
farmer.  Mr.  Daly  will  be  glad  to  allow 
the  silo  to  anyone  interested.
